Huey Newton sits In his jail cell, 

man denied human compan- 

lonsUp, a lover of books without 

tx>oks, a writer forbidden pen or 

paper. Why? 

Gerald Roberts, while ctvklllcr 
of IS-year-old Alvert Llnttacoma, 
Is free. Michael cyBrlan-vlcioiia 
white racist cop, murderer Is Aree. 

Why Is Huey Newton - Kack, 
young, student, revolutionary - 
denied ball, having been convicted 
of 3 charge for which ball is almost 
always given while appeal is pend- 
ing? Why Is Huey denied tills most 
elementary right? Why Is he kept 
behind bars under the most 
«trigent restrictions? Why Huey? 

From the time Huey was ar- 
rested - over 18 months ago - he 
has been kept separated from 
the people. What Is so dangerous 
about this young Black man that 
the white power structure feels it 
necessary to Isolate lilm trom the 
world - to keep him locked in his 
cell 20 hours a day with only his 
thoughts to accompany Us 
complete lonllness? Why Indeed! 
The answer la painfully, tragically 
simple: It Is because this sad- 
istic enemy well recognlies the 
danter - to Itstif - of Hueys 
compelling Influence over others. 
11 recognises what unhappily Is 
not yet a conscious realization for 
the majority of people: Huey knows 
what is necessary to exterminate 
forever the on^ressive racism 
running rampant in this country. 
But the danger he poses is greater. 
Huey not only expounds theoretic- 
ally what must be done; he Is 
able to bring that message to the 
people. His love tor people Is so 
strong tliat It is Impossible not to 
feet Itwhen In hie presence. There- 
fore his presence must be ob- 
literated and his messages hidden 
from the people or smothered In 
lies to obscure their true mean- 
ing. He Is denied ball; he Is 
Isolated; he Is restricted to his 
cell: limitations that would break 
the mind of a weaker man. 

There Is no doubt that they are 
trying to "break" Huey - reml- 
nlsceot of "slave breaking" In tb* 
antl-bellum south. Tbey failed in 
their attempts to klU his body, so 
they have zeroed In on his mind. 
Us spirit. They have succeeded 
with soraanyothers. WhynotHuey? 

Scant mlnntes following the 
sentencing (2-15 years. Why not 

a risflnlhi niimhor? nofBiinB .Turin 

Friedman knew It was a frame-up 
and he reasoned that the hope that 
Huey would be free in 2 years 
would east the pain of the Black 
community)- Huey was smuggled 
Into a ear and wUsked away to 
California Men's Colony at Los 
Padres, a "model prison for 
■model' prisoners; model puppets 
too old, too beaten, too scared, 
too sick to protest - anything. Here 
the world would be safe from Huey 
Newton; here cnere would tie no one 
to whom he could talk, no coe with 
whome to argue, no one to or- 
ganize. And Huey knew. Mootlis 
before, he had said, "They'll send 
me to Los Padres - thaf s as far 
away as they can get me" . 

And at Los Padres, Huey told 
them, 'Tm not a slave. I will 
work for no less than the national 
minimum wage!" Shocked, the 
authorities threw Um Into sol- 
itary confinement. Each day they 
assigned Um to work - In the 
kltclten - and each day, he refused. 
It was too obvious, even to these 
lackeys of racist hatred that lUs 
man was not awed tiy Ms Jailers; 
he was not cowed by their pu[:(>et 
authority nor Impressed with the 
laws made by Us cnumles for their 
own protection. 

Today. Huey is back In Us 
cell - all day every day. He Is 
permitted notUng to relieve prison 
stagnation - no bo^s, no radio 
eari^nes; only 3 small sheets of 
writing paper each week. But tMs 
is hardly enough to satisfy Us 20th 
century American huiulsltors. 
Once a day his room is searched 
to assure, perhaps, that no ghost 
(Marx? Malcolm? Che?) has suc- 
ceeded In spiriting proMMtlvely 
dangerous articles (books? cig- 
arettes? toothpaste?) through the 



thick walls of the Jail. And as a 
further precaution against such a 
wondrous event, Huey Is stripped 
naked before he is allowed to see 
visitors, each of whom,1nUstrun, 
must empty all pockets before 
entering the sacred cubicle. Not 
80 much as a pencil - that well 
known subversive element - must 
enter that room. 

Allowed 45 minutes dally 
exercise, Huey tries to thorou^y 
exhaust hlmseU in the hope that 
he will attain some measure of 
sleep when he returns to Us cell. 

It is a cruel joke, tUs term, 
"rehavllltation center". We know 
that prisons -do not rehabilitate. 
They destroy. And those minds 
they cannot shatter, they often 
physically murder. What will he 
Hueys fate? 

How can Huey remain the free 
being he Is today despite all the 
horror that Is 18 months In the 
white man's prison? How can be 
remain sane after having been 
singled out tor their over -kill 
methods? 

It is a horrltdy tme fact that 
Huey Newton Is a captive of the 
State of CallfoTUla, cmflnedforhls 
political beliefs and Us deter- 
mtaiatloo to put them Into practice. 

But Huey Newtwi Is the em- 
bodiment of freedom, Oie persral-

May 1, when the Prosecution ap- 
peared to snow cause why Huey 
Newton should not be given bolL 
Defense Attorney Fay Slender viiM 
crystal clear In the factual evi- 
dence she produced for tha 3 
criteria necessary for ball. Yes, 
It had been proven often that "the 
petitioner wui a{vear". He had 
never fiUled to do so. Is Huey a 
menace to the community? Huey 
and the Black Panther Party are 
well known In the Black community 
for keeping things cool during 
periods oi emotional stress - for 
protecting the commuUty and 
never Inciting or encouraging 
violence. The tUrd criteria Is to 
prove the seriousness of the 
reasons used to deny bail. Judge 
based his decisioD on the above 
myth that Huey was a menance. 
However, the Defense demands a 
constitutional right to liall pending 
a decision on tUs by the Appellate 
Court. Mrs. Slender proved be- 
yond any doubt what had been 
horribly obvious to those In Judge 
Friedman's courtroom: he Is an 
overt racist with a- hatred lor 
Huey and the defense witnesses he 
didn't attempt to veil. All of tUs 
had nu effect on Zlrpoll's decision: 
NO BAIL!)

HUEY P. NEWTON 
POLITICAL PRISONER 



Before I start talklngaboutHuey 
p. Newton, let's clarify a few 
things: Black people have been 
the victims of brutality, murder, 
rapes and oppression. Out of tUs 
oppression a certain man was 
created, a man that knew what the 
oppressed of the world are up 
against. This man, tUs brother, 
that I am talking about is the 
"baddest motherfucker that ever 
stepped foot Inside Ustory, Huey 
P. Newton". 

Since Huey had armed Umself 
to the gill with a deflUte goal. 
to the gin with a definite goal, 
a definite philosophy, a definite 
direction, he posed a threat to 
the racist dynamic that is fun- 
ctioning in America. Never before 
had the oppressor viewed a man 
who had the audacity, the gall to 
say "the spirit of the people Is 
greater than the man's tech- 
nology". Never tiefore had anyone 
manifested the backbone to tell the 
pigs, "withdraw your oppressive 
forces from the tdack community 
cease your wanton murder, bru- 



tality and torture of tAadu, or 
face the wrath of the armed 
people", And he meant tUs. And 
the hogs In the wUte bouse, and 
the pigs in the pentagon knew he 
meant tUs. And they were scared 
stiff. Huey's powerful impact on 
the youth of America, his thoughts 
and goals made tbeplgsofamerlca 
Join In together in a harmonous 
OINK. We must rid ourselves of 
this nigger. And this Is precisely 
what the pigs of America started 
to do, they tried to rid themselves 
of Huey. But the people said, "No, 
we love that beautiful man, we do 
love Us presence in our community 
we demand that he be set free". 

So the slimy, m f k pigs 

of America brought Huey to trial 
to see If he could be allowed bail, 
a recap of the same damn s--t 
that wouldn't even happen In one 
of those bulls — , hollywood west- 
ern movies. Yes, even Jesse James 
would have had a better trial with 
a jury of Bankers, 

So If s quite evident that pigs 
knew Huey was opposed to all the 



BS that was gqing on, opposed to 
the way that big beaded pentagon 
pigs were treating the people. So 
they sentenced them to serve every 
minute of his IS years. 

My reactions to tUs unfair fall- 
ing of Huey, to tUs taking away 
of the balls of the Uack com- 
munity, is the same as any Pan- 
ther and any Mack person - FUCK 
ITIII I'm not taking it laying down, 
I f^el that if tbey fUck with Huey 
they fuck with every member ot 
t«e Panther Party. "Where there 
is struggle there's sacrifice", but 
the only thing that must be sacri- 
ficed is the neck of the pig for 
his racist, capitalistic struggle 
against the people. Before ending, 
I would like for every Panther and 
every oppressed person to con- 
sider sometUng: IT'S ONLY A 
CASE OF MIND OVER MATTER; 
IF YOU DON'T MIND THE PIGS 
DON'T MATTER.

THE ROOTS OF THE PARTY 



The Black Puither Party Is for 
the people, by the petvle and ol the 
people. This Is the crucial dU- 
t«rence between our Party and 
many other black organlsatloiis. 
Our lO-poLnt Platform and Pro- 
gram answers the basic needs and 
desires of black people, the same 
desires that we had In IGI9 when 
we were brought here as slaves, the 
desires we had wh«n Nat Turner led 
his famous revolt 1d1S31, thewants 
we had In 1865 wben we were de- 
clared "Free", the needs we had 
In 1918 when we came home from 
France after "FlKtatlng to make 
the world safe tor Democracy" 
only to find the same oi^resslve 
conditions that we left. We were 
cheated after fighting anotherwhltct 
man' a war in 1941, and the protilems 
were the same: white racism, Im- 
perialism, capitalism and colcHil- 
atlsm. 

Thoroughout our history Uack 
men with guts and nerve have stood 
up to challenge this system with 
bullets and pamphlets: Men like 
David Walker who wrote an ap- 
peal to the slaves to organise 
and overthrow (heir masters by 
any means necessary, was mur- 
dered because his Ideas were 
"dai^erou^'. Henry Gar^ who 
tai^M that submission to slavery 
was wrong and that black people 
should forget those who cautioned 
them about force and who said 
that the lord wouldprovlde, Garnet 
said that God helps ttiose who helps 
themselves. All the way down 
through our history men like 
Garnet have been ignored, Robert 
P. Wmiasms, an N.A A.C.P. organ- 
iser In Monroe, North Carollnea 
picked up the gun In 19S7 to pro- 
tect blacks against the racist vio- 
lence of the KKK., for this be was 
forced into eidle, Just like 
Eldrldge. 



Huey P. Newton was Jailed be- 
cause the power structure saw that 
he was building an organization of 
poor blacks with guns who were 
determined to get what was theirs 
by any means necessary. Our Party 
looked at history and decided that 
the old ways weren't good enough; 
that we could no longer afrord to 
be nonviolent while the pig was 
killing us dally, that we could no 
longer allow white liberals to speak 
tor black people tncausetheydldn't 
know our protdems; that black 
people must organise themselves, 
support themselves and defend 
themselves, like Malcolm X said: 
"There can be no black -white unity 
until there Is black unity." 

Huey saw -that black pet^le didn't 
have freedom, Jot>s, decent 
housing, fair trials, food, or a good 
educatloiL So he decided to do 
somethli^; about It He and Bobby 
Seale went to over a thousand 
homes In West Oakland to ask 
black people what they wanted. 
No one had ever before asked the 
poor tilacks what they wanted. Be- 
fore, they were either Ignored or 
thrown cniml>s to keep them quiet. 
If they got to "uw»lty" they were 
Jailed,, run off or killed. Our pro- 
gram and our members come from 
the people. Black people can no 
longer afford to live imder these 
same oppressive c<mdltlone,andto 
let oar leaders be silenced or 
killed. We must Free Huey. We 
must let the pigs know we mean 
business ttiat we can be even more 
cold-blooded than blm. 

Ottier black organisations prea- 
ch Integratlcui, capitalism and sup- 
port of thts decadent American 
society. 

They seem to forget that inte- 
gration as it Is popularly ctmcleived 
means solng to a white school, 
white neighborhood, cltnrcb, etc. 



This assumes that the only way 
black people can become equal is 
to be white. It automatically as- 
sumes black Inferiority and white 
superiority. They forget that capi- 
talism hrou^t us here as slaves 
kept us down economically and used 
racism as a means to profit off 
the sweat of black people. W« 
□ever did get our 40 acres and 2 
mules, tbatwewereoromlsedafter 
sUvery, Standard OH did. They 
forget that we have always had 
"black capitalism": bars, grocer- 
ies, funeral homes, Insurance 
companies, etc. what has it done 
for the masses of people 7 Nothing. 
We still don't have the bnstc ne- 
cessities of life. Rl^t now. cap- 
italism IS going strong. Why don't 
they tell the people that capitalism 
can never employ all the people 
and give them the t«slc necessities 
of life, bi'cause to guarantee full 
employment moans greatly re- 
duced profits and Rockefeller, 
Ford, Kennedy and Gatson (ablack 
capitalist) don't want to hear that. 
Why don't they tell the people that 
America's high standard of living 
Is possible because America' can 
buy its raw materials cheaply a- 
broad In the third world becanse 
these countries are unable to 
ijargaln with finaoclal giants, that 
America sells the Onisbed goods 
tiack to them at high prices, keeping 
these countries bankrupt and when 
they rebel and demand sett-deter- 
rolnatlon, the USA will send in 
500,000 soldiers, sounds like Viet- 
nam doesn't It, to kill them. Why 
support a government that will kill 
Its own cltizenswhen these citizens 
simply demand their human rights 

and an end - to murder of black 
people. Why aui^wrt a government 
that will spend millions for "riot- 



control" weapons, that are actually 
used for genocide, and will not ap- 
propriate one cent for hungry 
people, sick people etc. Why sup- 
port a government that spends 
billions to get to a barren rock 
In space and will not take the time 
and effort to listen to pleas for 
Justice. One must ctnclude that 
the clvll-rlghts organizations are 
either tools or traitors in either 
case they must be dealt with. They 
didn't answer the needs of the 
people so Huey and Bobby formed 
the Black Panther Party composed 
of black people who were the real 
people In America. They weren't 
middle class toms but "black nig- 
gers" wtw were ted up with A- 
merica and were ready for action. 
Black and other oivressed peoples 
here and abroad are now getting 
action and more Is still to come 
before we are through. Besides 
them there are tools running 
around who declare that they are 
"Just trying to be black" by 
wearing dasblkls and bubasandwbo 
tell black people that they should 
relate to African customs and 
African heritage that we left 300 
years ago, that thlswlllmakethem 
free, that reading black history 
will make them better. Mean- 
wtiUe these cultural nationalists 
will help them to economic and 
social freedom by selling them 
dashlkls at $40 a throw and also 
help them by setting up more black 
organisatlans that will bleed them 
Just like the white man's. 

They don't deal with the reality 
of the pig In the streets or the 
real causes of why black people 
are poor and c4>pre89ed. They are 
pimping off the legitimate cries of 
a people for self- Identification tor 
their own profit, Have you ever 
seen a poor cultural nationalist?

OrganlEe now aronnd Uw IQ- 
polnt Platform and Program im- 
plementing these 10 points will get 
what we have been demanding for 
over 300 years. We wlU get our 
freedom by any means necessary. 
It will mean hard work. Jail and 
death. But what do we have now 
except hard work, Jail and death. 
Isn't It better to fight and die for 
a Just cause Instead of continuing 
to live In this racist Babylon? 
We will triumph Ifwe pull together, 
learn from history what to avoid 
and how to unite with real allies 
to tight real enemies. This Is an 
International struggle of poor 
against rich, the oppressed against 
the oppressor. We must have Inter- 
national allies In order to succeed. 

Tliere must be a revolution In 
the white mother country, led by 
white radicals andpoorwhltes,and 
national liberation In the black and 
third world colony here In 
America. We can't triumph In the 
colony alone because that Is Just 
like cutting one finger oft a hand. 
It stUl functions, you dig It. No, 
when we deal with this monster 
we must deal with It totally. Only 
then can we and other people In 
the world, who are also fighting 
and dying against this same Inter- 
national pig, have true freedom 
and the power to determine the 
destiny of our own lives, psoide 
and communities. Once we put an 
end to capitalism, racism and Im- 
perialism; since they are all tied 
together; we can life in freedom 
dignity and Justice for all. Not 
until then.

RACIST CRAZY CONSPIRACY 



C^ MtHiday, May 12, 1969, at 
2:15 pm, the 2 law and order 
Boobbles Twins (License Plate 
JVY-107), vamped on Bro. Ralph 
(Buddha) Cobb of the Jersey City 
Black Panther Party Chapter on 
ttie corner of Arlington Ave. L 
Union Streets. They were Joined 
by 2 more pig detectives and pl^s 
In a squad car, where ttiey 
conducted an Illegal search of both 
the car and Bro. Buddlia. He was 
then talien to the 4th precinct. 

About 3:00 pm. Brother David 
WiUlams, Sister Clara Vincent 
and Brenda Jeter arrived at the 
4th precinct and Inquired aa to 
why Brother Buddha was belnfc 
held. The pig at the desk stated 
he was beln^ held on the charge 
of kidnapping a custodian out of 
a Jewish Synogo^e in Newark, 
N.J , on Saturday, May 10, 1969. 
We say pig b — s--t. The pig was 
asked to show a warrant tor his 
arrest, which he said they didn't 
have to sliow us, onlythe prisoner, 
which up to tills time Brother 
Buddha had not seen. While in 
the 4tb pig pMi one of ttie slck- 
racst mOne Bobbles Twins called 
Brother David WlUlams to the side 
and Informed him that "Ihey were 
going to break both his legs, for 
putting out a flyer referring to 
them as the "Bobbies Twins", 
well Right un...MF. your attempts 
to fntimadate members of the Black 
Panther Party liave failed. 

UpcMi lieaving the pig pen, the 
Party members were met by some 
people from the community who 
then went vp to Councilman uncle 
torn Martin's office. We were In- 
formed by the Negro councilman, 
that he wasn't a policeman and that 
we tiad called him a uncle torn and 
were not coming to him for heU>i 
and that we should remember "if 
you scratch my tiack, Til scratch 
yours." He w«nt on to say he had 
gave Joseph Cypress $50 toward 
helping Duberry. He was told that 
we didn't come to him far him to 
help UB, but the Incident had taken 
place In his Ward and that rene- 
gade Jo-Jo Cypress is not amem- 
ber of the Black Panther Party, 



so he had just got hustled. He 
then called the 4thpigpen and after 
apologizing for calling and making 
it clear that be didn't know why 
we liad come to him, he toli 
"Cap" (Captain Blazack) that we 
would be back around to see lilm, 
that he was all tied-up working on 
the election and dln't liave time. 

We went back to the 4th and spoke 
to Capt. Blazack, who said that they 
had received a teletype from the 
Newark pigs to arrest Bro. Buddha. 
Brother David Williams informed 
him of the threat made by the 
Bobbies Twins pigs and further he 
was accepting the pig at his word 
and would be prepared to defend 
himself against any attack made 
upon him. Inuring this time the Z 
racist Bobbies Twins were strut- 
ting around like the beifoons they 
are, wearing "FREE THE 3" but- 
tons, since even they realize that 
Duberry, Count and Victor should 
be free. Following this we went to 
the "Jth (headpigpen)where Buddha 
was being transferred. At the 7th 
we didn't find out any more ttian 
we had at the 4th, they just retold 
the alice In wonderland story of 
Brother Buddha kidnapping this 
custodian from a Newark Sy- 
nogogue. 

We must realize that this is 
another attempt to destroy tbe 
Black Panther Party, to keep it 
from educating and organizing the 
masses of the people. Wheian tias 
said that the Black Panther Party 
is a threat, we say YES, we are 
a threat to the pigs of the power 
structure and will remain a threat 
as long as the pigs keep on op- 
pressliv, exploiting and brutal- 
izing tbe peoide, whether tttey be

narcotics on your possession while 
doing Party work, plus the pigs 
are fully capable of planting evi- 
dence which Is notliing new in 
Jersey City.

Dear Reader: 

This case Is a classic, It brings 
into sharp focus the restraint black 
america Is expected to demon- 
strate when confroided with tlie 
"failure strategy" thatlsbuiltlnto 
tbe economic system of this 
country, beginning at the top. It 
will show the understandable lack 
of trust that the Black RevoN 
utionary has towardwhlte america, 
and the black bourgeoisie when they 
hear the never ending expression 
"the only means Is through legal 
channel", "wait', " you' re moving 
too fastf', "education Is the 
answer", etc., etc., etc. The fol- 
lowing will show Some of the In- 
evitable pressures, degradatlm, 
humiliation, harassment, stress 
and strain one black person had to 
endure for almost 6 years exer- 
cising the "so-called" rigtitwayof 
doing things. 

Mrs. Helen Bowers, a Black 
colonial subject of theUnited States 
Head of Household, Mother of 4, 
and a permanent civil service 
employee, has filed suit against 
administrative officers and em- 
ployees of federal government at 
the Naval Air Station, Alameda, 
California. It is the first suit of 
its kind. This is a suit to obtain 
back pay lost as direct result of 
unlawful demotion and racial 
discriminatory denial of pro- 
motion. The suit seeks judicial 
review of said proceedings and 
findings, and seeks to have them 
set aside, as well as redressed. 
Certain incidents In a continual 
course of racially discriminatory 
conduct have been the subject of 
complaints. 

Mrs. Bowers views facts as 
follows: Administrative officers 
and employees of the federal 
government at the Naval Air Sta- 
tion Alameda, California, unlaw- 
fully demoted her from a trainee 
position to which she was well 
qualified and assigned, (which led 
directly to a GS-4 position) In the 
late fall of 1963, without giving 
Mrs. Bowers notice of the de- 
I motion eltlier at the time of or 
until tbe said demotion had been 
secretly accomplished in the files 
of this government agency. Mrs. 
Bowers then filed a formal com- 
plaint of racial discrimination and 
proceeded to seek administrative 



hearings. There has been contin- 
uous refusal by this agency to pro- 
mote Mrs, Bowers from a GS-3 
posltlwi to any higher position even 
though the administration of this 
agency readily admits she is highly 
qualified and has timely ai^lled tor 
many promotions, and in fact Is 
currently performing at a higher 
rate than a GS-3. This agency has 
continuously practiced racial dis- 
crimination against Mrs, Bowers, 
which Includes harassment, un- 
justified and unlawful reprimands, 
and unlawful and unfair hearings on 
appeals from said harassment and 
reprimands. This agency admits 
that In January of 1967, they re- 
fused and denied Mrs, Sowers a 
promotion to the same trainee 
position which is In question. The 
agency also admitted Mrs. Bowers 
was eligible and qualified for the 
said position since October of 19S3, 
However the vacancy was filled in 
1967 by a Caucasian employee, who 
had been in Mrs. Bowers' section 
at the station approximately six 
months. 

The case contains several mixed 
questions of law and fact; whetlier 
the plaintiff - Mrs. Bowers was 
unlawfully demoted from trainee 
position by virtue of the defen- 
dants' failure to follow the 
adverse • action procedure re- 
quired by law, and whether said 
demotion was a part of a racially 
discriminatory course of conduct. 

The black man's only avenue to 
due process of law Is to take his 
case to the people. It Is Imper- 
CBse to the people. It Is impera- 
tive you use whatever resources or 
talents that Is available to you, 
to bring this case to the attention 
of the people by whatever meiuis 
necessary. The legal argumeottor 
setting trial will be May 21, 196S, 
at 11:00 O'clock in the Uiilt«d 
sutea District Court, Sao Fran- 
cisco, California.

11, were sellingPantherpapersand 
passliv out tbe leaflets for tbe up- 
coming rally.

They were then ap- 
prehended t>y some white man who 
told them to come Into their of- 
fice, and pushed them up against 
the wall and searched them. He 
then called In the pigs, (2) they 
got only one pig's number - 1432 
and the number of tbe car - 9B35. 

The pig grabbed the young bro- 
ther with the newspapers and asked 
him, where did you get that shit, 
and put him In the ear, first he 
gave 6 of his papers to nearby 
honkles, and said now those tdack 
m^s are calling us pigs. 

He asked the other yjung bro- 
ther his name, the young brother 



laughed at the pig and refused 
to tell him anything. The pig put 
him in tbe car and directed his 
questions to Frank, who has a 
speech defect. The pig's questions 
weie: 

What is your name? Age? Where 
do you live? What is your ftitber's 
name, where does your father 
work? 

Then he said I should shoot you, 
put you In the back and let the dog 
eat you. 

Get out of here and don't come 
back, the next time we will shoot 
you. The lauding un answering 
brother told him he wouldn't do 
shit. That same day, Cpt. Hart 
contacted the pig department and 
demanded the money for the papers 
that the pigs stole, 
cpt. Hart, Baltimore, Md.

Shooting of Berkeley Protester 

Photo Stirs New Furor 



The furor over police 
use of shotguns during the 
Berkeley People's Park 
disruptions increased yes- 
terday with the release of 
a photo shot the instant 
before a lawman shot a 
fleeing demonstrator last 
Thursday. 

The remarkable picture 
was taken by Emitt Wallace. 
a 26-year-oUl pre-law student 
who lives in a sectmd-story 
Berkeley apartment at 2500 
Dana street, on the corner of 
Dana and Dwight way, 

"I was lookiag out the win- 
dow Thursday aftemoan and 



I saw some 50 people stand- 
ing on the corner," he told 
The Chronicle. 

"Then they all started to 
run. The Pl^s came around 
the corner and one stood 
there like he was going to 
shoot 

"I never dreamed he 
would, but I picked up my 
camera and shot." 

The lawman — garbed in 
what appeared to tie the bat- 
tle dress of the Alameda 
County Sheriff's Department 
— sighted along the barrel of 
his riot gun and suddenly 
fired at the back of a fleeing 
man in a flowing beard, Wal- 



lace said. 

The ^f% "took his time 
ainung," and was only two 
car lengths from his victim 
when be fired, he added. 

"The guy fell down in the 
street howling. 

"The Pig took off, and 
someone (b-agged the guy 
into a liouse- His right but- 
tock and hip were bloody 
from tflrdshot wounds." 

Wallace said no one has 
yet been aWe to identify the 
victim of the incident 

But Uniyersity of Califor- 
nia students hope he will 
come fcffward after he sees 
his picture, Wallace said.

UNITY VS RACISM 



The purpose ot this report Is to 
describe the Idlest events ot the 
Black Panther Caucus InFremont, 
UAW Local 1364. On April 22, our 
Local held a membership meeting 
to elect an Election Committee. 
The function of this Committee is 
to count the votes for all Local 
elections during the next 2 years. 
So Itlsaverylmportant Committee 
in that It makes sure that the rank 
and tile gets a fair and Just count 
on their ballots, that there la no 
stuffing of the ballot boxes or 
destroying of votes. 

The Central Committee of our 
Caucus had a meeting and moved 
to mobUlae the Caucus members 
to Inform other union members of 
the Importance of this meeting; to 
Impress upon them the necessity 
of their being at the meeting to 
assure fair ballot counts In the 
future. The meeting was scheduled 
to be held on Sunday, April 27, 
the day the clocks were moved up 
an hour. As a result of the time 
change, a lot of the brothers and 
sisters Including Caucus members 
were late arriving at the meeting. 
It was quite obvloua that when 1 
arrived with 3 other Caucus , 
members the union leaders 
acpeared to be nervous and Jumpy. 
We noticed that there were many 
brothers and sisters there and 
knew we could do our thing. So we 
got together and nominated ttie bro- 
thers and sisters we wanted to 
serve on this Committee. Then we 
all voted In a block making it very 
obvious to the general memtjershlp 
that we were unified In knowing 
Just who we wanted to serve. This 
show of unity made the present 
administration of the union, the 
Blue Slate, very nervous. After the 
counting ol the ballots, it was dis- 
covered that out ot IS seats 00 the 
Committee, Black workers oc- 
cupied II; out of S seats of 
alternates to the Committee, Black 
workers occupied 3. immediately, 
the administration started re- 
cmltlai tlMlr-OinUea tSchaUeage 
the election tiecause they said It 
wasn't "fair". It wasn't "talr" 
to them becaiue Black people con- 



- tolled the Election Committee. 
The Black workers had gotten to- 
gether and proved bow atrongthelr 
unit could be. 

A week after the election, the 
Blue Slate twgan Its challenge. One 
of their lackeys was an uncle tom 
nigger. They wrote a letter for 
him, gave 11 to him and be tcxA 
It to the Executive Board meeting 
and told them be was challenging 
the election because "it was 
rigged". What the stupid nigger 
didn't even know was that we had 
supported him for the Election 
Committee and that be was ON the 
damn committee. He was too stupid 
to realize that he was chosen by 
the administration so that Black 
people would fight Black people 
bucausa they didn't want to do It 
their damn selves. So at the 
Executive Board meeting, this bro- 
ther was challenged to explain why 
he was cballengtng ttie Election 
Committee when he was on the 
Committee himselfi Hedldtftknow 
why: He was also challenged on 
other things: the wording of the 
letter be had presented - which he 
didn't understand; the parll- 
mentary procedure he was asking 
tor - which he didn't understand - 
and he couldn' t answer any of it. 
WhMi he was faced with all these 
facts, he Vas forced to back off, 

A week later, another challenge 
was presented. This time It was a 
white racist who didn't know what 
was going on, and whafs more, 
didn't give a damn. He only knew 
he was combatting Black pet^Ie, 
something he'd been doing all his 
life. So we asked bim a direct 
question regarding his challenge: 
would he atlU be challenging the 
election If he had woo a seat on the 
Committee? He had no answer for 
t^atl Actually, this guy had been on 
the Ust Election Committee which 
was white racist controUed so that 
was O K with him. Well, as br 
as we're concerned the only thing 
wrong with the present Election 
Committee Is that Black people 
don't occupy ALL the seats there- 
by guaranteeing that aU elections 
would be Just and fair to all the 



workers. 

And In all, tb*re were 3 
challenges to the Election Com- 
mittee and we were able to beat 
off all of them. 

We have 1 union meeting coming 
up at which time we will accept 
nominations for members seeking; 
political office in Che unioa Also 
at this meeting, we are going to 
the rank and file to see It they 
want to approve tke report of ttie 
Election Committee. It they do, 
the Election Committee will stand 
as It is and we know this will be 
the case and we will be successful. 
That Is if mtmbers of the Central 
Committee of the Caucus will be 
able to survive the brutal and hu- 
miUatlng attacks against It - both 
by white workers and black 
workers who are being used as 
tools by the racist Blue Slate 
Caucus ot the Administration. 

Because of these instructions to 
provoke Incidents, there have been 
rept-ated attacks agabutourqiem- 
bors. We've Investigated and can 
rind no other reason why all this 
Is being put down except the above 
mentioned attempt to separate us 
from the rest ot the workers'' 
the rest of the workers. 
There have been attacks not only 
In the Fremont plant, but also In 
the Parts Plant In Oakland against 
our memt>ers. We have reports 
from brother Tom Farkeson, that 
the foremen In the Oakland Parts 
Plant are carrying gunsandknives 
and blackjacks In their pockets 
si^^Misedly to defend themselves 
against some Invisible enemy. This 
has been reported to the local 
administration who saldtheywould 
Investigate it, but to this day, they 
haven't moved on it. A number of 
workers In that plant have seen 
this and verified the report. We see 
this as Gensral Motors perpe- 
trating violence. We don't want 
violence. We want only to exercise 
our rights as workers In that plant, 
to exercise our union rt^ts, and 
we' re telling all members In our 
Caucus to be cool because we will 
win In the June elections without a. 
doubt. 



1 would like to try to answer Uie 
question that has been put to me a 
numtier ot times as to whctbor we 
believe In the concept of an in- 
dependent Black workers union. 
The way I see It Is not setting up 
unions Independent Of the rest of 
(he workers. As a matter of fact, 
I see that as being a reality rlgm 
now because Black people are an 
Independent workers' unlcm. But we 
do not get the same respect when 
we address grievances to the 
Grievance Committee, It ts not 
looked upon In the same light as 
the white workers. That In Itself 
Is a very clear observation that 
we' re already In a separate union. 
But we want to go beyond that, we 
want to solve the problems of all 
the workers. Through or ganleatl on 
with the proper political education, 
I believe we can bring the workers 
to the point where we can deliver 
one massive, destructive blow to 
the system. This Is the position of 
the Caucus. This is the position 
of the Black Panther Party and I 
would like to relate that the Caucus 
supports the statements of the 
Chairman of the Black Pantber 
Party, Bobby Seals. This Is a 
statement that Bobby uses often be- 
cause it Is a very true correct 
position. He says "We do not 
Dght racism with racism; we fight 
racism with solldartt^'. Based 
upon this, the Black Panther 
Caucus wUl go forward to bring 
all the workers together to see what 
each one ot us has that we can 
utUlxe. We want to bring together 
the Natlrflial Maritime Union, we 
want to brtng the Steel workers, we 
want to bring the SF. Muni Bus 
Drivers and the Western Electrical 
Workers, and the UAW Ford 
workers In Mllpltas; we want to 
bring the Warehousemen and the 
Machinists, the aircraft workers - 
all tbe workers together to unite 
In onii solid union which Is going 
to he the ruU of tbe proletarian.

I am a black high school girl. 
I live in Des Moines, Iowa, a 
small dull city. I am a new reader 
of your newspaper, fd like to tell 
you what Is happening tothetaaelul 
here. ^ 

A lew weeks ago, the Panthers 
held a rally at a park to discuss 
the breakfast program (there was 
quite a large turn-out.) During the 
rally, there were pigs at every 
comer, swinging their little clubs 
as if to say "Look atme.PmWg". 
Needless to say, people were really 
impressed. They were Justwaltlng 
around for something (I don'tknow 
what) iu happen. Well, as the me- 
eting began to end and the people 
began leaving, the pigs panicked. 
Nothing had happened, they 
weren't needed. So they went In, 
swinging their clubs, using their 
famous line "Let's break It up". 
The pigs were shoving the orderly 
groups ol youth. The black youths 
rightly lought hack. This caused 
the pigs to be able to say the 
blacks started trouble. Before the 
day was over, 15 people were ar- 
rested, car windows broken and 
a few people injured. For what 
reason? There was no reason! In 
this town, 5 black youths cannot 
be near each other downtown 
without being accused of "starting 
trouble". 

But 50 white youth Is fine. This 
Is all over America.

Last week the Panther head- 
quarters in Des Moines was dem- 
olished by a bomb.

Ther<- wul 
only be a vast sea of white people, 
some lighter and wealthier at the 
top, some poorer and darker at 
the liottom, but all will be wUts, 
and (he Indlaa win be extinct! 
Will anyone muum the rinii] death 
or the Indian nations? Will one last 
SiouK er> at the grave uf hia 
people? Will utH- last Palute cut 
off her hair In anxuliib when her 
people arc tune? 

And so many of our nations are 
very rlosf to death; 

What du we find when we look 
at the Indian peoples? Pirut, some 
tribes are rcall) gone and one 
only finds lust browu-.sktnned .souls 
who uandfr atnut without a 
.tptrltual tHime, such as the Lum- 
hees "t North CarollD* aitd the 
"MiMslon Indians" of U» ci'ntral 
coast of California. Seriwid, other 
peoples arf divided Into l^llle local 
communiiles, split apari from 
their brothersbywMteaegresslon, 
and unable to develop any kind of 
unltjr. In this way, many peoples 
such as the Delaware, Potawatoml, 
Mewuk, and Konkow are Uireatened 
with extinction. TheyarephyslcaJ- 
ly spearated, and Uielr children 
grow up Ignorant of theirnatlonal- 
Ity and of their nation's history. 

Other peoples, such as tbeSloux 
have several reservations and are 
divided, not by their own wishes, 
but by the manner in wtilch the 
white man set up hiseonoMitratloii 
camps, Otberti, like the Neh-muh 
(Northern Palute- Bannock)people, 
are divided not onl}' by many reser- 
vations and distance but by t«lrfr 
misled by the white man' s names. 

Still other nations, althouKh per- 
haps lt>cated on a single reser- 
vation, are divided by the bicker- 
ing, factionalism, selfishness, and 
self-hate created by the white man 
through the conquest and main- 
tained by the while man througfa the 
colonial system. 

Almost everywhere the Indian 
nations are divided, torn apart and 
sick, and in some places the sick- 
ness has about It the clear smell 
of death. In those places, thewhlte 
Indian destroyers smack their 
lips, waiting for the Indian people 
to tear eacti other apart so that 
the white man can get the timber 
and the land. Ves, Indians In raany 
places are killing tbeir own 
nalloos, acting as servants for 
their while masters, really being 
white men at heart, having al- 
ready had their Indlantaood stolen. 

We can all agree that It is a 
tragic thing when a people die, 
never to exist again, but some- 
times one simply accepts It npd 
says "it is for the best, after 
all.-' But is 11 for the best that 
our nations should die. should be 
torn apart, should become rotting 
corpses to be rifled by while ar- 
chaeologists and gazed upon by the 
unseeing eyes of white tourists? 

No, a thousand times no. Is my 
answer! It might bo dllferent If we 
lllfed In a truly free and Just soci- 
ety, In a color-ttllnd society, in a 
society not built upon the wealth 
stolen (rom Indian people and not 
returned — but we live In a soc- 
iety whirh Is unequal, where the 
White Power rules, and where In- 
dians as Individuals arc helpless. 

What has happened to those who 
have lost their tribes and who have 
lost their heritage? They ejdst as 
brown outcasts, neither Ilsh nor 
fowl, neither black nor white, 
neither Mexican no Anglo, In South 
Carolina, in Delaware, In Alabama, 
in Louslana, In CalKornIa, In Vir- 
ginia, In New York, In North Car- 
olina, called foul names by whites, 
senrcgotedjdlsrrlm Inated a gal nst , 
and hating themselves. Or, as Indi- 
viduals, they live for a few years 
on nameless Skid Row, guszling 
wine and creeping along a gutter's 
filthy path. 



I believe that the salvaUon of 
Indian people largely depends upon 
the ret>lrth of the Indian nations 
and al' that goes with It, especial- 
ly the resurrsctiM) of the Indian 
soul. One can, of course, talk 
about the Importance of strong, 
unified tribes for economic devel- 
opment, for political actloo, for 
carrying out educational pro- 
grams, and so on, and all of 
these reasons are good ones. In a 
society dominated by large cor-' 
poratlons and mammoth agencies, 
only a unitlfed Indian people can 
hope to compete. It Is not very 
smart to talk about small lDdlaii> 
owned tuslnesses when Litton In- 
dlstrles or General Motors moves 
in! This is the age of the giant 
corporation and big government 
bureaucracy and small, divided and 
Isolated Indian communities pq;- 
bably cannot easily resist their 
power. 

And survival Is where It's at! 
Not only for the Indian to survive 
economically and politically, but to 
survive psychologically, spiritual- 
ly! The very high suicide and al- 
coholism rates among Indians 
prove (hat the Indian Individual 
cannot survive the death of his 
nation- -because those that don't 
kill themselves will die the slow 
death of an outcast later on. And 
the many young alienated Indians 
who bate whites, hate themselves, 
hate Indians, they are the products 
of a dying tom-apart people. They 
are the end product of white geno- 
cide. 

The Indian nations must be re- 
created, must be brought to full 
life again and at the same time 
the tndlan people must be reborn 
to the old spirit of brotherhood 
and unity, to the old way ol 
beauty and oneness with the uni- 
verse. 

I have had this dream for many 
years. Many times the vlslcoi of 
reboni Indian nations has come to 
me, and I believe that this vision 
can lie realized. This dream is a 
Joke to many whites. It ir a Joke 
to those Indian-hating Indians who 
have no faith In their own people, 
It is a Joke to the brainwashed 
products of BIA schools and white 
colleges, hut it la no Joke! It Is 
the dream of all mankind really, 
because only in small nations or 
communities of people who love 
each other and work tuitethi r In 
brotherhood can there be any hope 
for the world. 

If the Indian can survive andean 
be revitalized, then there Is hope 
(or all. 

But how far we yet have to go| 
Most ot our 80-called Irlbes were 
crfiated liy whites, naroc-d l^ the 
whites, divided by the whites, and 
are now being split apart by the 
>• hitcs (and titeir misguided lallnw- 
ersj. How far we yet have lo gol 

And how pathetic and tragic la 
our present way »f behaving to- 
wards each other. We tight each 
other for the little parcles of 
land left lo us byour whitf rob- 
bers. We Qght each other fur the 
little bits of money given to us by 
white commissioners. We fight 
each other for the Jobs and tavors 
vt the BIA and OEO. We tight each 
other over n-liglon at the com- 
mand of the different white 
churches. We fight pacta other tie- 
cause o[ the different runccntra- 
tion camps and prison .schools the 
wbitf man tus sent us to. We an- 
often so like hieiian fighting jnd 
tearing al each other, trying loget 
at the tripe left tiehlnd after the 
white man's feast. 

And, in truth, one cannot con- 
demn Indian p<.'i>ple who. In their 
poverty, fight among themselves 
In order that they mighthavesome 
of the decenides of life. One Can- 
not even condemn (he"lndlan poli- 
ticians" who, In their m'staken 
zeal lo get ahead behave like white 
barbarians, and steal from their 
own people. They are all victims, 
and they do not know Ihta to stop 
being victims. 

This is why we must under- 
stand lliBt only a rea^rakening of 
the bidlan spirit can save us, and 
why following further along the 
white man's moral path means 
doom. 

In each and every Indian com- 
munity across this contln«it, In- 
dian people can begln-andare be- 
ginning -- to ri-establlsh their 
pet^lehood. They canrestorethelr 
true name and toss off the white 
man's name, they can recreate 



their Old unlfled nations (or create 
a atm nation if the old ones are 
too small because of white des- 
truction). They can teachthetrown 
history (and recover what Is now 
lost), they C4R teach their lan- 
guage (or a related raie. If their 
old one Is gone), they can restore 
the old ways of sharing with each 
other and working together. 

Some of these things will not 
be too difficult, and can t>e started 
by a few people. Others wlU be 
hard and will take much time and 
work and dedication. But no pro- 
blems are too great lo be over- 
come. Even a people divided by 
great distances and living on dif- 
ferent reservations can create a 
unlfled, federated nation with a 
national roundl and local reglcMial 
councils. Even a people with no 
land can save money and buy land 
□ r, wtiij LiM bvtt ui lIv ^nIij.-.

all uf these things, ttiough, de- 
pend upon the reawakening of the 
Indian spirit of brotherhood and 
that reawakening is happening and 
It Is catching. A reawakened In- 
dian who has freed himself irom 
hatred and self-hatrMl has some- 
thing about tiim that spreads to 
others. 

Wash yourself clean of thewhlte 
sickness, In a stream of clear, 
pure water, In the steam of a 
sweat-house or In the ocean surf, 
or In your mind's dedication. The 
Indian people are being reborn. 
And the whole world is waiting.

PERSECUTION OF 
NEVADA INDIANS 



In the beginning a group of 
people, of Shoshonean stock settled 
In the plateau and Great Basin 
area of the West. Food was abon* 
dant, wild game, berrlns, rpMs, 
fowl, fish and from the pUion 
pine, the Indian harvested the 
pine nut. 

As the Caucasian Invaders 
pushed westward, game became 
scarce, andtheSboshoneanpei^les 
became more and more dependent 
on the Pinion Pine nut for the 
roalnatay of their diet. Until the 
present time, the Sboahooean has 
been feeding his family by 
gathering the pine nut. He stored 
11 (or winter and survived the worst 
months ol the year by consuming 
pine nuts. 

Modern Indians harvest the 
pinions, save the majority o( the 
pine nuts (or the winter, and sell 
what they can spare to eager 
consumers. The money obtained 
from the sale of pine nuts is used 
(or such ^aentlals as gasolliie, 
food, utilities, and clothing. Ob- 
viously, mcmey spent In this 
manner Is not squandered, but is 
utilized only for necessities. 

Now the ShOBhc«ieBn peoples are 
threatened by Federal Bureau- 
cracy. Federal revenue collectors 
will now levy a 2S% tax on all 
pinion nuts harvested, with ap- 
parent disregard for the vital Im- 
pact that this will Impose on 
Shoshones and other Indian nations. 
This tax will cut into the scanty 
Income gleaned In this manner 
by the Indian U, such an extent 



■at it means the tragedy of slow 
starvation and eventual .systematic 
death o( these poverty striken 
peoplof. 

Such a basic barm as coie man 
taking food from another mai^s 
children cjn only result In a 
struggle aQ^ngbt to the very end. 

ffiousan^' °' Indians will go 
hungry In ' Nevada, Idaho, Utah, 
Wyoming, Arizona, New Mexico, 
and parts of California. This Is 
not an exaggeration — Indians as a 
group (all dlsproportlooalsly be- 
low the pover^ level established 
by the U.S Health Department. 

The American Indian will not 
sit Idly . .' and let this unhappy 
situation haH>en to him. U the 
Indian cannot reach an equitable 
solution In the courts, t:ie indl&n 
must and will take up arms and 
fight, and if necessary, die tor 
what they believe la just and blr. 
It seems much better to suffer 
the consequences ot perhaps death 
in order 'to ' awaken the American 
ccnsclence than lo alt unnoticed

• Jmot Harrtro 4,0D0 years old, and steeped lathe kill us." Further he has "the Nguym Van Lur 
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Aiywe . . .Aiyeeeee. . , Aiveeeeeeee!" It was a mournful crv,.llke that of a wounded banshee, and it echoed 
and re-echoed up lod down the river throuflh swlrlJogecWiesot fog, rising high *ove the towering trees of 
the green forest and finally disaopearing into the limitless depths of tha far horizon. 

Juan mv Indian guide, hurrhrilv told me to hug the ground, pointing my camera through the den« jungle 
foliage toward the river, where within just a few moments the slave caravan would pass. 

It seemed incredible to me that in this enlightened era of the twentieth century, with man's conquest of the 
moon almost a redity, that here in the far reaches of the forbidden Amazon, human beings are being sold into 
slavery for as little as $5.00 a head! 

hooks them just as su'jly as though they vrere on the needle. 

It was through an old friend of mine, a Spanish priest. Padre Francisco Garcia, that I first heand of this 
nefarious practice of kidnaping human beings and selling them into slavery. For the past 20 years. Padre Garcia 




has lived deep in The Peruvian Amazon on 
the banks of the Ucayali River, where he 
maintains a small mission at Atalaya, 
caring for approximately bO young Indian 
orphans who were abandoned by their 
parents and literally left on the doorstep 
of his primitive little church. 

"I have seen many strange things here 
in this savage jungle," he told me. "but 
nothing more horri fying Than the work of 
these kWnappwfc They always come at 
night to these villages, armed with rifles 
and pistols. 

"The Indians are forced to leave their 
hammocks and line up in the clearing. 
Each prjnner is carefully examined. If 
they are old and unable to work, they ar« 
cast aside. But all tha others - strong 
young men and women, ard even 
chikJren - are herded together for the 
trip downriver and back to civiliiation. 

"Oftentimes in the night," he 
continued, "1 have b«n awakened by 
their pitiful cries as they pass my mission 
on their way to lome secret hiding place 
where they are quickly disposed of the 
next day for just a few soles." 

On several occasions, according to 
Padre Garcia, he had gone to Lima to 
speak to high gavernmeni official^ about 
this traffic in human lives, but to no avail.

■■| learned," he said, "that most o( the land- 
lords of Ihe vast haciendea Hare in Peru, 
Bolivia, Ecuador, Colombia and Brazil who 
buy these slaves, either hold high positiona 
in the government, or are the ruling generals 
ot the military juntas, while olhera, perhaps 
the wealthiest of all, inherited untold thou- 
sanda ol hectareas ol land from their Span- 
ish ancestors and desperately need cheap 
labor to cultivate Their crops. None of them 
professed the slightest interest in prohibit- 
ing, or even investigating this criminal prac- 
tice, and as a matter ol fact, should one es- 
cape, soldiers are sent to track him downl"

I knew everything Padre Garcia toW 
me was true. After all, I had lived in 
various parts of the greater Arrazon Basin 
for over ten years and was 
well-acquainted with the plight of the 
Indians and their reasons for rnistrusling 
the white man.

But the Aucas proved to be the 
exception. Today, the great maiority o( 
primitive Indian tribes, and ihere are 
hundreds, prefer to live peacefully in 
unfettered freedom in ther vast jungle 
domain, following the anc ient cuaoms 
and traditions of their forebears. They, 
still hunt wild animals -jaguar, tapir, an 
deer - with their bows and arrows 1 
blowpipes, or spend their time fishing i 
the many nearby rivers where over 
species of edible f i^ are still to be lound^ 
Some of these tribes practice polygamy 
while others, such as the Cashibos ini 
Peru, are pure matriarchtes where women 
rule the njost. They stifl worship their 
own pagan gods arxJ dieties and have little 
interest in the ouiside world. 



But with this untapped source of man- 
power available, it is little wonder that the 
feudal land barons have turned to the deep 
jungle lor a navar-ending supply of cheap 
labor, and in this instance it la not the white 
man, alone, who la responsible tor the ruth- 
less and inhuman acts ol cruelty to which the 
primitive Indians have been subjected. For in 
truth, most of the important government of- 
ficials, high-ranking military officers, and 
feudal land owners have Indian blood cours- 
ing through their ovun veins. Many, in fad, 
are pure Indian who have clawed their way 
up the social and political ladder to monetary 
success

"I think they are oomingl" he 
whispered, painting upriver. 

I was awake instantly, ready for 
anything that might develop. Light 
patches of tog clung to the water's edge, 
but already the sun was rapidly turning 
the jungle shadows into green reality. As I 
watched the river, dozens of fish leaped 
out of the swih water, intent on an early 
breakfast of low-flying insects. 

Suddenly I heard it - a pitiful human 
cry that reached me over the roar' of the 
turbulent river. It was repeated again and 
again. Each time Kerned a little closer. I 
heard Juan's voice behind me whispering 
sibilantly. "Culdado . . . cuidadol" (be 
careful) just asihefirst carwe, rour>ding a 
bend in the river, came into view. In it 
were lour men, dressed in dungarees arid 
open shins. They all carried rifles while 
their eyes scanned either side of the river, 
searching out any unexpected danger to 
their nefarious mission. 

The canoe passed from sight almost 
immediately. I hekj my breath. Seconds 
later, another boat appeared and then a 
third - a fourth ~ arKl a fifthi In each 
were a small group ot lt>dian captives; 



while two men, ofw fore and the other 
aft, carefully poled the dugouts 
downstream. 

Again, I heard the eerie cry as a young 
girl, her harKis tied in front of her, gave 
vent to her ip-iaf, and then, seccxids later. 

Wild parties 

Through graft and corruplkm. they 
have become eKtremely wealthy and now 
maintain vast haciendas where they live in 
regal splendor. Many of them employ 
beautiful yoong Indian girls to work in 
their households where they are easily 
available for extra-curricular duties. 
including wiU parties and orgies. 



Over half the children born in many ot (he 
Latin American countrlas are illegitimate, 
and at least one wealthy Ecuadorian land- 
owner, well-known in political circles, has 
lathered over 125 children. Me, as do many 
others, still follows the medieval practice ot 
first bedding down on her wedding day any 
young girl who becomes the brJde ol one of 
hia workers. This is the South America of 
today thai few people understand or even 
know about. 



Tales of horror 

Little wonder then why slavery 
throughout this vast coniiiMni continues 
to thrive. 



In the weeks that followed. I vistted sev- 
eral large haciendas and saw the workers 
toiling In the fields, their lips green from 
coco leaves which they chawed constantly. 
On one hacienda, alone, there were over a 
thousand workers living In abject poverty 
under indascnbably (ilthy conditions. But 
no one cared. Small children were perform- 
ing menial tasks, carrying huge palls of water 
and heavy loads on their backs, far beyond 
the capacity ot their tender years. 

Bui it wasn't until I reached Bogota, 

capital of Colombia, that I was able to 
obtain a lirst^arKl story of how the slave 
ri Fig operates. 

Five years ago, Shirma, a young girl of 
18. had been taken by force, alortg with 
several oifter members of her tribe, from 
their village near the Venezuelan border 
and brought to Bogota, where ^« was 
put to work as a househokl servant on a 
sprawling hanienda. 

Sex or work 

"The patron." she said, "had at least 
fifteen other young Indian girls workir>g 
in his house. He made it dear that if I did 
not keep him happy, sexually, he wouM 
»ix) me out to work in the fiekJs with 
the other peon&" 

Just a few short months ago, Shirma, 
after having been swagely beaten by a 
drunken pervent, a close friend of her

I had come to the mission of Aialaya. 
deep in the heart of the Peruvian jun^e, 
to substantiate the evil rumors that 
slavery still runs rampant in this part of 
the world, and Padre Garcia more than 
confirmed these tales of horot. 

"Look," he said, 'perhaps you think 
me just a garruk>us old man, who doesn't 
know what he's talking about - but if 
you're willif>g to spend a night in the 
jungle, you can verify what I have told 
you by actually witrtessing a slave convoy 
as it comes downriver." 

I accepted his offer with alacrity. 
Later that afternoon, Juan, a young 
it was all over, as the canoes were lost 
around a bend in the river. 

Shaken with disbelief, I arose slowly 
to my feet and Juan and I began our 
short tr^ back to the mission. But this 
was not the btkI of my iourrtey. I had to 
learn what happened to these unfortunate 
victims once they had been sold as human 
slaves. 

In the weeks that followed, I visited 
several large haciendas and saw the 



patron, decided to escape. She fled the 
hacienda at ni(^t and eventually reached 
Bogota, hoping to return to her jungle 
village. Unfortunately, she had no money 
to continue her journey and cun^ently 
works as a prostitute, walking the streets 
at ni^t, pKking up her clients among the 
dregs of humanity, and longing for the 
day wfien she can save enough money to 
return to her people. 

Don't think for a moment that Ifw 
foreign embassies are Ignorant of what is 
tran^irirtg. One would think that the 
United Nations with all of its important 
committees artd sub committees, might 
do sonnething about it. but they are 
completely enmeshed in other political 
matters and have shown little or no 
interest. 

Meanwhile, each year in the far 
reaches of the Amazon, thousands of 
defenseless, forgotten people are being 
kidnapped and subjected to a lite of 
shame atvJ de^adatlon over which they 
hav« no control, 



OPEN LETTER FROM A BLACK G.I. 



7 May 1969 

Dear Black Brothers and Sisters; 
I am a black soldier awaiting 
court-martial at the U. S. Armv 
Training Center at Fort Jackson, 
S. C This letter la to make you 
aware of what lias happened and 
what is going on now, here at Ft. 
Jackson, 

During the last week of January 
1969, about twenty brothers (black 
and Puerto Rlcans) got together 
and were listening to tapes of Bro- 
ther Malcolm X, We dug what he 
had to say and we discussed our 
role as blacker sand our relation- 
ship to the War In Vietnam. The 
brothers started gathering more 
frequent during the week, rapping 
about raclam, the society, the 
army system, the War and things 
of this nature, and our relation- 
ship to It and our role as Wacks. 



Before long, the word was out that 
we were trying to start a black 
militant organization within the 
army and that our gatherings re- 
strlcted attendance of whites.

REVOLUTION 
EMERGES IN HAITI 



For tb« first ttm« since 1966, 
the pe&santa of Haiti bave risen 
up &Kalnst "Papa Doc" Duvaller'a 
brutally oppressive regime in 
major ctmfrootaticns. When the 
peasants moved last M^rch and 
April, they were acting as part 
of an organlMd group with the 
proclaimed goal of armed struggle 
toward total victory. 

In one Incident, a battle took 
place near the capital; this was 
so tierce tbat even the government 
had to admit Its occurrence- -and 
to the death of one officer. 

These and other events In 1900 
point to the existence of a revolu- 
tionary vanguard inside the 
country--not merely among exiles 
on the outside. This group, fighting 
under the most rei>resslve con- 
ditions to be found anywhere except 
perhaps In South Africa, has shown 
Its bravery. Its members have a 
strong, Marxist- Leninist revolu- 
tionary ideology. 

Although the founders are mostly 
of urt>aD t>ackground, th^erouphas 
not merely established ^r^atlon- 
shlp with the peasantry ihit has 
helped develop peasant leadership. 

For years, the Haitian revolu- 
tionary movement has been plagued 
by Internal problema, lack of re- 



the detectives with hla pistol was 
able to escape with the help of 
the people. This was right In the 
middle of the street, near St. 
Gerard, In Port-Au-Prlnce. An- 
other, after threatening two 
Macoutes with bis weapon, was 
able to escape Into the carnival 
crowd. 

"Everywhere the population 
helped the militants by warning 
them of danger or refusing to give 
Inlormatlon when questioned by the 
authorities.,. In ''performing their 
dirty task, the Miicoutes have been 
helped by American CIA agents..." 

The question of bow to obtain 
arms has always been a hard one 
for the revolutionary movement. 
One answer was demonstrated on 
the night of March 3-4, In the town 
of Cap Haitlen on the northern 
coast of Haiti. A Macoute was 
executed by local members of the 
P U C H., and his gun and am- 
munition were liberated. The bro- 
thers escaped without harm, de- 
spite the patrols that were all 
around. P U C.H explained to the 
local p<vulatlon (mostly poor 
people) why the Macoute had been 
killed: to take his gun. Or, as 
Boukan put It, "Arms will not 
fall from heaven. We have to get 
them from where tbey are: In the 



of the peasants. Duvalier main- 
tained an at>solute silence about the 
Incident and the popular re- 
sistance movement. 

Two and a half weeks later, on 
Duvalier' s birthday, he got a sur- 
prise greeting. On April 14, In a 
settlement called BoutUlers, about 
10 miles north of Port-Au-Prlnce, 
there was an armed clash between 
the people and govenunent forces. 
With government censorship and 
control of movement so severe. 
It Is Impossible to say ]ust who 
"tlie people" were or what 
happened. Apparently Duvalier had 
sent Macourtes to a house In the 
area to arrest certain persons — 
and they defended themselves. 

Duvalier later claimed he wiped 
out "the citadel" ol the P.U.C H., 
killed 30 communists (no names 
given) and confiscated arms, doc- 
uments, and printing equipment. 
The dead were all burked im- 
mmedlately. This suggests that 
Duvalier had something Important 
to He about since It has always 
tieen his policy to parade tbe 
bodies of important murdered 
opponents through the street. The 
government Itself admitted in the 
local press tbat It was a serious 
liattle and that one officer was 
killed. It seems strange that U 30 




sources, and the oppressive nature 
of "Papa Doc" Duvalier, who does 
not stop at the murder of children 
to wipe out his enemies -- real 
and Imagined.

On March Z5 came the peasant 
battle. At Cazale, about 25 miles 
from Port' AU' Prince, a group of 
peasants revolted, accordtngtotlie 
description published In Lambi.an 
exile publication of the Haitian left. 
For 6 hours, they occupied Casale 
after driving out ttie Lieutenant on 
duty and the guards. Tbey forced 
tbe Macoutes to take down tbe 
photographs of DuvaUer, bum the 
flag of the tyranny, cry "Down 
with Duvalier!" and raise the red 
and -blue flag, 

Tbey posted the slogan "Long 
live the Parti UnUle des Com- 
munlstes Haltiens" everywtiere. 
Three peasant leaders addressed - 
a gathering ol the people, 
explaining the purpose of their 
action: "to take the lead In an 
armed movement against tyranny 
and misery." 

After tills gathering, the group 
went back into the mountains with 
the support of the people tor con- 
tinuing the struggle. MUltiamen In 
the area refused to go in pursuit

arrests followed the AprU 14 batUe. 
But at this point, this old haUt of 
Duvalier* s does not seem likely 
to atw the movement. 

As Boukan commented; "We will 
not cease our efforts to overthrow 
Duvalier and his aides, abolish tbe 
domination of American Imperi- 
alism In Haiti, and bring about tbe 
establishment of socialism. Our 
struggle lsaatniKl*'o'bedeatb.,. 
There Is no protection lor those 
who slrug^e. We will give Mows 
and receive them. Tbe solution to 
the problem Is not to give up the 
struggle but to Intensify It. Our 
comrades have not fallen In vain. 
We have not struck our last tdow. 
And the Macoutes wli: feel In their 
very flesh the force of our deter- 
mination."

BIncb VVorkars' Increasingly Prominent Fighting Rol« 

Bkck workc:-s have played an increasinaly prom- 
inent fitjhtiaci role in the Afro-American Etmsgle 
■during the past year. This is a marked eharatloi'lsUc 
sl\owinR lliat the slru;^,i;le is t^vt-lor'ng in depth. In 
th<! stoi-my nati«,'iiwitte actisnK of (he A fro- Americans 
against violent repression, the Black workers took the 
lead in starting spontaneous strikes everywhere, forcing 
many factories to stop production. Noteworthy is the 
fact that in many Industrial cities, the Black workers 
have begun to form caucuses which by breaking the 
control of the scab union boG>ies have directly led the 
strikes, giving a powetful impetus to the strike struggle 
"of the American workers as a whole. The strikes by 
the Memphis sanitation workers and Chlcago'ii public 
transport workers and the whole series of strikes in 
many Detroit auto plants were all held by Black work- 
ers with the support of white workers by breaking 
thi-ough the obstruction and disruptive activilieii of the 
monopoly capitalist class and the scab unions. 

Apart from raising economic demands, the Afro- 
American workers have put forward clear-cut political 
demands in the struggle, directing the spearhead of 
their struggle at the monopoly capitalist groups and 
their agents. Alt^iough the monopoly capitalist class and 
the scab union bosses have racked their brains and tried 
in every way possible to control, strangle and undermine 
the Afro-American workers' struggle, the Black work- 
ers have steadily increased their activities to get rid of 
the control of the scab unions and organize themselves 
iln the fight since last year. 

Under the impact of the Afro-American struggle 
against violent repression and with the Black workers 
playing an influential role, the militancy of the broad 
masses of the workers in the United States has steadily 
increased. Their struggle against the control by the 
bosses of the scab unions Is further developing. Last 
year, for instance, at least 25 spontaneous strfkes took 
place in the Iron and steel industry against the wishes 
of the scab union bosses, and there was a large number 
of rank and file committees organized by the masses 
of workers themselves. 

The militant role played by the Afro-American • 
workers has far-reaching significance for the Afro- 
American struggle and the American workers* move- 
ment. More and more Black workers have gone into 
some U.S. basic industries in recent years, and their 
position in American society has become increasingly 
important. For instance, Black workei-s in the auto- 
mobile industry make up 39 to 50 per cent of all Ameri- 
can auto workei-8. In important industrial cities such 
as Chicago, Detroit and Newark, they make up 40-50 
per cent of all the W(akers theie. Suffering from all 
kinds of political discrimination and nppiession and 
luthless economic exploitation, the Atro-American 
workers are most resolute and courageous in the strug- 
gle. As the Black workers in the United States mount 
on the political stage of the country still further, the 
Afro-American struggle is bound to merge further 
with the U.S. workei-s" movement to hasten the end of 
the criminal rule of the U.S. monnpoly capllaliat class. 

Afro-American Struggle Directly Spun 
Student Movement 

The Afro-AmericEin sliugijle has also directly 
spurred the student movement in die United Stutes. In 
the past year, the student movonent has spread to 
nearly every university in the country and even large 
numbers of middle school students in many parts of, 
the country have taken part in it. Standing in the 
forefront of this struggle are brave, unyielding and 
fearless Black students. Both the strike at Colunibia 
University, which took place in spring last year and 
lasted for more than one month, and the four-month- 
old strike in San Flanclsco State College, California, 
which recently ended were set off by Black students 
and actively joined by white students. Last February, 
Black students and progressive white students in the 
University of California carried on a struggle against 
racial discrimination, in which several thousand 
students fiercely battled the police for two days on end. 
The strike by the Black students as well as the pro- 
gressive white students in the University of Wisconsin 
gave the reactionary U.S. ruling circles sudi a bad 
fright that they sent 3,000 reactionary troops, and police 
to the university lo wildly suppress the students. Con- 
fronted by this vigorously rising student movement,

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some sectitms of the U.S. bourgeois ivess sounded the 
alarm, saying that it was an "academic revolution that 
has transformed the role of the. colleges in the 
country." 

Also In^parable from the development of the . 
Afro-Amei'id^ struggle is the American people's 
struggle ai^pst the war of aggression in Vietnam. Not 
only have BRre and more young Black Americans op- 
posed the <^ft, but growing numbers ol Black soldiers 
have activM^plunged into the struggle against this war 
of aggTcs^Kp The struggle by young Blade Americana 
and Blaci^Mpldiers against the draft and against the 
IT.S. impernvst war of aggression in Vietnam has in- 
spired Am^Kan people of different social strata to of>- 
pose this vrS' of aggression. Mammoth demonstrations 
against this «ar of aggression totdi place again on AprU . 
S and 6 in dozens of big cities, including New York, 
Chicago, S^ Francisco and Washington, in which 
hundreds of thousands of people took part 

Another characteristic of the development in depth 
of the Afro-American struggle is that more and more 
advanced Black Americans have begun a tit-for- 
tat stiuggle against the various fallacies spread by 
the monopoly capitalist class to sabotage the Black 
people's struggle. To suppress the Afro-American 
struggle whidi is developing vigorously, the monopoly 
capitalist class, . in addition to stepping up counter- 
revolutionary violence, has tried in every conceivable 
way to deceive and hoodwink the Black people. Be- 
fore and after coming to power, the new chieftain of 
U.S. imperialism Nixon energetically advocated "Black 
capitalism," vainly trying to foster a Black bourgeoisie 
under the wing of U.S. monopoly capital so as to 
control tlie Afro-American, struggle. The advanced 
Black Americans have risen courageously in countering 
TIk uUflLlt b^- bhc aioEicipi^ly i^aptLalibt E-itu.

Johnnle was arrested. She was 
picked apart by the D.A, and, had 
no hope of the defense putting her 
testimony together again. The 
second witness was a former mem- 
ber of the Chapter In Denver, who 
was brought from the county jal] 
to testify. His effectiveness on the 
court needs no explanation. Then, , 
as to be expected, the defense and 
the D.A. rested thelrcaseandwent 
to a coffee break together The 
Jury was out, and had cast their 
first t>allot when a witness rushed 
into court. The trial was recfiened 
and the woman was permitted to 
testify. The Stster testified that 
she was on the scene when the 
pigs pulled up in front of Johnnie, 
and testified she saw them get out 
ot their crusier, and dropaplastlc 
bag with brown and green contents 
In it.

The Jury left, and returned in an 
hour and a half with the verdict 
of guilty.

AN INTERVIEW WITH A BLACK G.I. 



Dear Brothers & Sisters, 

The following Is an interview 
that our newspaper, the BOND, 
had with an Afro-American Gt 
named' Tom Tuck. Tucklsadrafte* 
from Cleveland who was Initially 
sent to Ft. Knox and Is now at 
Ft. Dlx, N.J, We are not going to 
press ior over a week, and we 
thought that you night want to use 
the Interview belbre we print it 
in the BOND. 

Question: Were you able to get 
anything going among the guys at 
Knox? 

Tom: While at Knox I organized a 
Black militant group against the 
Vietnam war and all wars that 
this country Is waging against the 
third wolrd. The commanding of- 
ficer of my unit called this group 
the "dirty dosen". Because ot 
these activities I was court-mar- 
tlalled. For the Black t>rotberB 
especially. If s time for less talk 
and more cwcrete action. 
Question: The army brass claims 
that the armed forces Is the only 
organization In America where a 
Black man gets afalr shake. Would 
you comment? 

Tom: Black GFs are denied pro- 
motions, they're tlie first to be 
sent to the field In Nam. The army 
Is at least as racist as the rest 



ol America. Yes, Ifs'even more 
of an oppressive institution than we 
experience In the Ghetto. 
Question: How do most Black GPs 
feel about the Vietnamese' struggle 
for lil>eratlon? 

Tom: Black GFs I have spoken to 
mostly support the Vietnamese 
peoples' warfornational liberation 
and Independence. I feel that all 
Afro- American servicemen should 
give support to oppressed peoples 
In their efforts to destroy U.S. 
Imperialism, and to refuse by all 
means necessary to serve In these 
racist wars. 

Question: The American Service- 
men's Union is in contact with a 
lawyer representing the widow of 
a Black soldier who was thrown 
out of a helicopter In Vietnam by 
wtUte racist Sgts. From talking to 
guys that you have known who have 
returned from over there, have you 
heard of similar incidents? 
Tom: I have heard Black Gl's are 
always being harassed and that the 
Vietnamese people have suffered 
from atrocities committed by the 
U,S under the flag of freedom. 
Black people should fight the Pen- 
tagon by refusing InductlcHl 
altogether. However, If a Black 
man or any man finds himself In- 
side the military, he should resist 



completely; no matter what tlie 
price. It la my belief ttiat the draft 
can be stopped if enough guys sup- 
port the ones who are resisting. So 
tar, not enough people, civilians or 
Gl's, have been willing to stand up 
and resist like the Ft. Hood 48 and 
the Fresldlo 27. 

Question; How do Black veterans 
feel that they can change things 
when they return from Nam? 
Tom: Many guys Iwlleve that the 
only way we can stcv oppression 
Is through educating ourselves In 
white racist collegefi. I disagree, 
and (eel that we can never win 
this way when the rulers are In 
control of these colleges and all 
the wealth of this country. The 
only way we can really win Is 
through total mass revolutlixL 
Question: Do you feel that the 26 
hours of riot control training that 
most Gl's are required to t^e 
part In Is aimed agsJnstAmeriea's 
Black population? 
Tom; Yes, certainly It Is. No 
question about it but that the 
state Is out to try to crush all 
Black organizations andevenwhlte 
peace groups. I support the Black 
Panther Party and the American 
Servicemen's Union and any or- 
ganization that fights Imperialism 
and capitalism.

1, We want freedom. We want power to determine the destiny of our 
Black Community. 

We believe that black people will not be free until we are able to deter- 
mine our destiny. 



2. We want fUIl employment for our people. 

We Iwlieve that the federal government is responsible and obligated to 
give every man employment or a guaranteed income. We believe that if 
the white American businessmen will not give full employment, then the 
means of production should be taken from the businessmen and placed in 
the community so that the people of the community can organize and em- 
ploy all of its people and give a high standard ofliving. 
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3. We want an end to the robbery by the white man of our Black Com- 
munity, 

We believe that this racist government has robtied us and now we are 
demanding the overdue debt otforty acres and two mules. Forty acres 
and two mules was promised 100 years ago as restitution for slave labor 
and mass murder of black people. We will accept the payment in currency 
which will be distributed to our many communities. The Germans are now 
aiding the Jews in Israel for the genocide of the Jewish people. The Ger- 
mans murdered six million Jews, The American racist has taken part in 
the slaughter of over fifty million black people; therefore, we feel that this 
is a modest demand that we make. 

4. We want decent housing, fit for shelter of human beings. 

We believe that if the white landlords will not give decent housing to 
our black community, then the housing and the land should be made into 
cooperatives so that our community, with government aid, can build and 
make decent housing for its people. 

5. We want education for our people that exposes the true nature of this 
decadent American society. We want education that teaches us our true 
history and our role in the present-day society. 

We tjelieve in an educational system that will give to our people a knowl- 
edge of self. If a man does not have knowledge of himself and his position 
in society and the world, then he has little chance to relate to anything 
else. 

6. We want all black men to be exempt fi-om military service. 

We believe that Black people should not be forced to fight in the mili- 
tary service to defend a racist government that does not protect us. We 
will not fight and kill other people of color in the world who, like blSck 
people, are being victimized by the white racist government of America. 
We will protect ourselves from the force and violence of the racist police 
and the racist military, by whatever means necessary. 

7. We want an Immediate end to POLICE BRUTALITY and MURDER 
of black people. 

We believe we can end police brutality in our black community by or- 
ganizing black self-defense groups that are dedicated to defending our 
black community from racist police oppression and brutality. The Second 
Amendment to the Constitution of the United States gives a right to bear 
arras. We therefore believe that all black people should arm themselves 
for self-defense. 

8. We want fk-eedom for all black men held In federal, state, county 
and city prisons and Jails. 

We believe that all black people should be released iVo'm the many 
jails and prisons because they have not received a fair and impartial trial. 

9. We want all black people when brought to trial to be tried In court by 
a jury of their peer group or people from their black communities, as 
defined by the Constitution of the United SUtes. 

We believe that the courts should follow the United States Constitution 
60 that black people will receive fair trials. The 14th Amendment of the 
U.S. Constitution gives a man a right to be tried by his peer group. A peer 
is a person n-om a similar economic, social, religious, geographical, en- 
vironmental, historical and racial background. To do this the court will be 
forced to select a jury from the black community from which the black 
defendant came. We have been, and are l>eJng tried by all-white juries 
that have no understanding of the "average reasoning man" of the black 
community. 

10. We want land, bread, housing, education, clothing, justice and peace. 
And as onr major political objective, a United Natlons-supervijied plebis- 
cite to be held throughout th« black colony in which only black colonial 
subjects will be allowed to participate, for the purpose of determining the 
will of black people as to their national destiny. 

When, in the course of human events, it becomes necessary for one 
people to dissolve the political bands which have connected them with 
another, and to assume, among the powers of the earth, the separate and 
equal station to which the laws of nature and nature's God entitle them, a 
decent respect to the opinions of mankind requires that they should declare 
the causes which impel them to the separation. 

We hold these truths to be self-evident, that all men are created equali 
that they are endowed by their Creator with certain unalienable rights; 
that among these are life, liberty, and the pursuit of happiness. That, to 
secure these rights, governments are instlluted among men, deriving their 
|ust powers ttom the consent of the governed; that, whenever any form ol 
government becomes destructive of these ends, it is the right of the people 
to alter or to abolish It, and to Institute a new government, layuig iti 
foundation on such principles, and organizing its powers In such form, at 
to them shall seem most likely to effect their safety and happiness. Pru- 
dence, indeed, will dictate that governments long established should nol 
be changed for light and transient causes; and, accordingly, all experiencf 
hath shown, that mankind are more disposed to suffer, while evils art 
sufferable. than to right themselves by abolishing the forms to which thej 
are accustomed. But, when a long train of abuses and unsurpations, pur 
suing invariably the same object, evinces a design to reduce them under ab 
solute despotism, it is their right, it is their duty, to throw off such govern 
ment, and to provide new guards for their future security. 
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
